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REMARKS 



The amendments herein to the specification and dependent claim 30 are for 
clarification purposes only. The definition is entirely consistent with the dictionary definition 
of "translucent" (see attached excerpt from Webster's Third New International Dictionary, 
1993, page 2429). This is also consistent with the manner in which the term has been used in 
the application. For example, see dependent claim 29, which more particularly sets forth that 
in one embodiment the "translucent" window is "transparent."
